Acting Jewish Agency 
chairman Arye Dulzin sat in the 
VIP gallery. 

Knesset Speaker Israel Yeshayahu 
yesterday published the text of a 
declaration he just received, signed 
‘by 17 members of the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of Europe 
in Strasbourg. This said that the 
moves against Israel in the United 
Nations were accompanied by “a 
resurgence of anti-Semitism in the 
guise of anti-Zionism,” a phenome- 
non whose tragic outcome is well- 
imown to the world. 

The 17 delegates said the max- 
oeuvres against Israel flouted the 
UN Charter and showed disregard 
for the basic principles of inter- 
national relations.

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DEADLOCK IN 
EL AL STRIKE

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — The 
Bl Al strike remained deadlocked 
yesterday, on its fifth day. Twenty 
flights were cancelled and a total 
of 2,790 passengers transferred to 
foreign airlines, including a 300- 
Seat Airbus chartered from the 
Germanair company which has been 
operating on a shuttle service to 
Europe since Saturday. 

In view of the short range of 
this type of aircraft it has to 
make a refuelling stop at either 
Athens or Rome. 

Today’s outlook seems equally 
bleak with no solution in sight and 
arrangements have already been 
made to replace 18 scheduled 
flights by foreign carriers. 

Meanwhile, ΕἸ Al has prepared 
itself for “winter hibernation,” as 
one company official put it here 
yesterday. Some 150 flight crew 
members, stationed overseas, were 
recalled home and sent on vaca- 
tion as soon as they arrived. 

The linesmen, who were accepted 
back into the company fold after 
going out on a solidarity strike 
with the workshop mechanics, had 
also 500 of their 700-man force 
sent on enforced leave. 

The linesmen had surrendered 
unconditionally after having de- 
clared earlier that they would 
come back only after the return- 
to-work orders served on their 
workshop colleagues were re- 
acinded. 

Yesterday, 30 temporary em- 
Ployees, were dismissed. This was 
the first group to be dismissed as 
an economy measure. 

The hardest working outfit for 
these past few days has been the 
Israel office of El Al on Ben 
Yehuda Street, which has managed 
to place all the incoming and: out- 
going passengers. 

However, it had a rough time 
the past 24 hours in view of a 
total strike by Alitalia, which is 
having its own problems back 
home and the Air France ground 
staff trouble affecting passengers 
bound for De Gaulle and Orly air- 
ports. 

Apart from voicing cautious dis- 
approval of the return-to-work or- 
ders served on 17 of hee workshep 
mechanics, all the οἱ staff com- 
mittees of El ΑἹ have refrained 
from even commenting on the 
strike. It is known, tabi μας that 

are exerting inc ig pres- 
= on the strikers to induce them 
to return to work, since they feel 
a prolonged strike would jeopardise 
the very future of the company. 

The Histadrut yesterday did not 
carry out any of its threats against 


the strikers. Apparently it feared 
‘to strain relations with other ἘΠ 
Al employees, hoping they would 
be a moderating influence on the 
strikers. 


A statement issued after’ yester- 
day's meeting of the Central Com- 
mittee said it “did not take any 
further decisions and is waiting for 
a reply from the workshop com- 
mittee." The strikers were expect- 
ed to reply to what the Histadrut 
spokesman on Sunday had termed 
“an ultimatum.” The spokesman 
had said that if the strike was 
not over by 9 am. yesterday, the 
Central Committee may. cancel its 
recognition of the workshop com- 
mittee. 


The Central Committee also did 
not implement the decision of the 
Executive, taken on June 19, to 
withdraw union protection from 
strikers in airliners or shipping 
companies. 

In the Knesset, urgent mottons 
for the agenda, about the strike 
will be debated tomorrow. They 
were tabled by the Likud, the 
NRP, the ILP, Ya'ad, the Aguda, 
and two Alignment men, Moshe 
Shahal and Jacques Amir. 

Amir conferred with a _delega- 
tion of the cttihors in the House 
yesterday afternoon. Later, he kept 
out of the parliamentary  corres- 
pondents’ way and issued no state- 
ment. According to one report, it 
was Amir who initiated the meet- 
ing, mot the El ΑἹ strikers.

Israel yesterday complained to 
UN headquarters over two penetra- 
tions of Israeli air space by Syrian 
alr force planes in violation of the 
disengagement of forces agreement 
of May 1974, the Army Spokesman 
has announced. 

On October 17, shortly before 
noon, three jets crossed the border 
in the area of ‘Mt. Hermon, prob- 
ably on a reconnaissance mission, 
and returned immediately to Syria. 
In a second incident yesterday, a 
single Syrian aircraft crossed the 
border just before 11 in the morn- 
ing, in the Majdal Shams region, 
on the eastern slope of Mt. Hermon, 
and returned immediately to Syrian 
territory, 

On the ground yesterday morn- 
ing, small arms fire from Syria was 
directed at an Israeli patrol, in ἃ 
hilly area east of the village of 
Mas’ada in the northern Golan 
Heights. There were no casualties. 

The incident, which took place 
near’ the area where two Syrian 
shepherds who crossed the border 
were killed by an IDF patrol about 
a week ago, was the first such case 
of firing since May 1974.

The firm, Sir William Halcrow 
and Partners, said work had begun 
on the site near El Shatt, at the 
southern end of the Canal. 

The tunnel was likely to be open 
to traffic by the end of 1978, the 
company said, and the cost was es- 
timated at £30m.

postponed for at least another! 
dminisiration’s foreign aid bill for 
yesterday. 

Originally, State Department of- 
ficials had said that the aid bill 
would be delivered to Congress this 
week, in advance of Egyptian Pre- 
sident Sadat's arrival in Washing- 
ton next Monday. 

But the Administration is now 
delaying the presentation of the aid 
packege until the very end of this 
month, and probably not until) early 
November. 

Ostensibly, Administration offi- 
cials are insisting that the delay 
is the result of technical problems in 
the bureau of management and 
budget. 

But political observers believe 
that the Administraticn wants to 
wait until after the Sadat-Ford 
talks are concluded, presumably be- 
cause the expected $2,300m. in Ad- 
ministration-recommended military 
and economic aid for Israe) might 
upset the Egyptian leader. 

Egypt is slated to receive between 
$650m, to $800m. in economic as- 
sistance, but no military aid dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. 

Budget officials are said to be 
going over the worldwide foreign aid 
bill in an effort to reduce the least 
vital portions of it, Administration 
officials said yesterday. But no cut 
in the expected §2,300m. for Israel 
will be made, they said. 


Rifai now 
going to Syria

Jordan Prime Minister Zaid Rifai 
will visit Syria next Saturday for 
talks to further unity moves be 
tween the two countries, it was 
officially announced in Amman 
yesterday. 

Rifai is que to preside over a

part, Mahmoud Ayyoubi. The com- 
mittee was set up by King Hus- 
sein and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad, both of whom comprise a

Rifai's trip to Syria follows an 
overnight visit made by the Jor- 
danian Premier to Cairo on 
Sunday at the request of Egyptian 
President Sadat. Both the Jorda- 
nian and the Egyptian govern- 
ments gave no details about the 
talks which Rifai held with Sadat. 

The Egyptian Middle Fart News 
Agency said th «acyptian View

Amman next month before King 
Hussein travels to Cairo, probably 
late in the same month. 

Jordan has been mediating be- 
tween Egypt and Syria, both of 
which have been at loggerheads 
over Sadat’s approval of the re- 
cent Sinai interim accord with 
Israe]. 

Syria's new semi-offcial news- 
paper, “Tishrin" (October) yester- 
day charged that Egypt's with- 
drawal last week of the last war- 
planes it stationed in Syria was a 
result of Sadat's “commitment” to 
maintain non-belligerency under 
the Sinai agreement. 

The paper pointed out that the 
number of planes involved amount- 
ed to only three Mig 17s and four 
Pilots, adding that Syria could do 
well enough without this token 
unit.

A mist thick as peasoup settled 
over the Coastal Plain from Ash- 
kelon to the Dan Region early yes- 
terday morning, causing scores of 
pile-up collisions in which one ‘per- 
son was burned to death and at 
least 25 injured, some of them 
seriously. , ᾿ 

The fatal collision occurred on 
the Coastal Road, two kilometres 
north of Nitzanim. A Peugeot 
sedan driven by Abdul Rahman 
Zini, 28, of Rafah, tried to over- 
take a semi-trailer. Eyewitnesses 
said the Peugeot managed to pass 
the truck, but when the driver tried 
to get back into the right lane the 
semi-trailer crashed into his rear. 

The Peugeot’s petrol tank burst 
into flames. One of its six occu- 
pants — an unidentified man believ- 
ed to be from Rafah — was dead 
when they were. extricated from 
the burning car. Zini himself suf- 
fered severe burns, and four other 
passengers, as well as the driver 
of the semi-trailer, were slightly 
iajured.

Soviets deny Jews exit 
visas at last minute 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet au- 
thoritles are cracking down on 
Jews wanting to léave for Israel 
by granting them permission to go 
and then withdrawing it at ‘the 
last minute, a group of Soviet 
Jews denied exit visas to Israel 
said yesterday. 

The Jews gave evidence of such 
cases over the past few months, 
and said that in the past eight 
weeks alone the number of Jews 
known to have been refused exit 
visas had grown by one-fifth, a 
rise unmatched during the past 
four years. 

Yakov Ladyszheusky, a 31-year- 
old Moscow engineer, told journal- 
ists at a press conference in the 
flat of a fellow activist that he, 
his wife and child had their visas 
confiscated hy passport officials at 
Moscow Airport earlier this month, 
minutes before they were due to 
leave. They had already given up 
their cooperative flat and sent 
their luggage on ahead, he said. 

Amnon Zavurov, 
metal worker from the Central 
Asian Republic of Uzbekistan, said 
he, his brother and their families 
had been given permission in Sep- 
tember. But when -they arrived at 
customs in Tashkent on October 2 
to dispatch their luggage, they

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1,000 junior high school 
teachers strike for one day

HAIFA. — Over 10,000 pupils from 
more than 40 junior high schools 
in and around Haifa had a day off 
yesterday, due to a warning strike 
staged by some 1,000 teachers to 
protest the “confusing” system un- 
der which their salaries are paid. 

The coufusion stems from the 
education reform, which created 
junior high schools by removing the 
seventh and eighth grades from 
the elementary schools and ninth 
grades from the high schools. But 
since elementary school teachers 
are paid by the State and high 
school - teachers are paid by 
their “employers” (Le. whoever 
“owns” the high schools — efther 
local authorities or private organ- 
izations), it emerged after the re- 
form that these teachers who hold 
part-time jobs in both junior and 
senior high schools get paid from 
two sources. ὃ 

The Teachers Union and the Edu- 
cation have agreed that 
these teachers should be paid from 
one source only, to avoid complica- 
Hons over social benefits and deduc- 
tions. But the teachers say this 
agreement has not been carried out.

Haifa workers 
demand rise

By YA’ACOV ARDON 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — Relying on an informal 
survey conducted by its own volun- 
teers, the Labour Council here yes- 
terday announced that, as prices 
have increased by more than 5 
per cent since the last devaluation 
three weeks ago, workers should re-

Cost-of-Living allowance, 

Teams of volunteers canvassed 
shops in this area and found price 
increases in food, clothing, shoes and 
electrical appliances. They noted 
that the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry reduced-price campaigns 
only affected a few chain stores, and 
not the retail shops which serve the 
bulk of the population. 

The Labour Council's acting sec- 
retary acknowledged that the vo- 
lunteer survey was not scientific, but 
he said it served as a basis for the 
contention that prices had risen by 
more than 5 per cent. The volun- 
teers found food and soft drinks up 
by 25 per cent, shoes dearer by 10 
per cent, and electrical appliance 7 
to 20 per cent more expensive,

Many pensioners complained as a

Special bureaux were set 
up, where such complaints were put 
down in writing, then properly 
drafted, and passed on for handling 
in the usual manner.-It soon became 
clear that the Ombudsman's staff 
had to go further than this, and show 
initiative.

THE OMBUDSMAN’S REPORTS 


Deaf boy, 8, left without 
a school for over a year 


By ERNIE MEYER 
THE OMBUDSMAN investigated 
the case of an eight-year-old deaf 
boy from a large family in the Arab 
village of Kafr Yasif near Acre, who 
was left without any educational 
framework for over ἃ year. 

The father complained that after 
examinations Initiated by the local 
welfare office had determined that 
the boy should be placed in a school 
for the deaf, his placement was 
delayed for over a year, while cor- 
respondence betwéen local and cen- 
tral welfare offices on. The 
Ombudsman said that the two sides 
gave varying reasons for the delays, 
but that the boy was finally placed in 
the school for the deaf in Nazareth. 
‘The Ombudsman criticized the lack 


of coordination between the various, 


agencies involved and even among 
branches of the same Ministry 
department. 

In an even more painful case a 
large family belonging to the 
minorities in Galilee tried un- 
successfully for eight years to have 
their son, who is blind and dumb, 
placed in an institution for the han- 
dicapped. The boy, now 11 years uld, 
had been living 811 that time in his 
parents’ house, which has only two 
rooms. The Welfare Ministry's 
@epartment for the retarded has 
been unable to place the boy in an in- 
stitution. The Ombudsman suggests 
that the department give the family 
financial help as long as the child is 
cared for at home.

GOING A STEP further, the Om- 
pudsman asked for another expert 


opinion — this one from a professor 
of building engineering at the Tech- 
nion. The professor also found that 
similar cracks existed in other flats 
in the building, plus a few more in the 

lars supporting the building. He 
thought the cracks in the flats 
resulted from ‘‘settling'’ in the 
ceilings and in the pillars. He also 
found that the pillars had not been 
protected with layers of asphalt or 
concrete from rain and sewage water ἢ 
seepage. 

The professor wrote in his report‘) 
that there was a chance that in the 
future several of the pillars will be ἢ 
further undermined, and part of the 
building could collapse as a result. 
One of these parts was the northern 
one, in which the complainant's flat ἃ 
is situated. The professor 
recommended that immediate steps 
be taken to make basic repairs in the 
building. : 

The Ombudsman accepted the 
professor's report and recommended 
to Amidar that it begin basic repairs 
immediately. 

Last January Amidar notified the 
Ombudsman that it had directed its 
building preservation and 
maintenance engineer to study the 
profeasor’s report and come up with 
a plan of action. 

Looking over this plan, the Om- 
pudsman found that it neglected ἢ 
some of the moat vital points made 
by the professor in hia report. Yet 
Amidar refused to accept the Om- 
budsman'‘s reply, and sald it would 
meke repairs based only on its own 
e eers’ advice. 

September 19, the Ombudsman 
notifed Housing Minister Ofer that in 
view of the deadlock, he — the 
Minister — must acknowledge his 
mainisterial responsibility in this 
matter and decide on how the repairs 
should be made.

According to a complaint filed 
with the Ombudsman the tax 
authorities refused to supply an 
employee with information on his 
tax payments on the grounds that 
this had been supplied by the 
employer and was therefore con- 
fidential. Following investigations, 
however, the authorities agreed that 
the secrecy of the files does not in- 
elude items relating to the 
employee's income and tax 
payments.

The 
Kiryat Bialik fee dates back to 1952, 
before National Insurance, while the 
Ramat Hasharon fee was instituted 
in 1973. Both Councils said the fees 
were not based on any by-law. The 
Ramat Hasharon authorities finally 
legalized collection of the fee in 1976 
— but only upon ἃ written request 
from interested residents. 

Another example of municipal ac- 
tion not based on law regarded the 
sale of a house in Rehovot. New zon- 
ing regulations not yet In effect 
would allow construction of larger 
buildings than previously permitted, 


on the plot the house occupied. 
Because of the projected changes, 
the seller of the house was requested 
to pay 14,000 in land improvement 
taxes. 


THE OMBUDSMAN ruled that no 
authority may collect taxes on the 
basis of plans not yet in force. If the 
owner in question had applied for a 
building permit, the city could have 
claimed that he might benefit from 
the re-zoning. But in the case con- 
sidered, there was no way in which 
she could have profited from the new 
zoning plans. The Rehovot 
Municipality accepted the Om- 


budsman's conclusions, and the Om- 
budsman cailed on the of 
the Interior ‘‘to finally get down to 
formulating criteria for land im- 
provement taxes."’ 

‘The Ombudsman also ran across a 
case in which a municipality — Bat 
Yam — did not live up to legislation 
which it had enacted. The complaint 
came from an Israeli who had in- 
herited a plot in the city while he was 
studying abroad. Upon his return he 
was told that in addition to back tax- 
es, he had to pay a fine for not having 
paid the taxes on time. He appealed 
the fine, but in spite of legal 
provisions for an appeals committee 
in such cases, a committee was 
never set up. His case was not heard 
for nearly two years — util the Om- 
budseman intervened.

The 
supplier complained to the Om- 
pudsman that this deduction at 
source violated the agreement. His 
complaint was found justified and as 
ἃ result the Government will no 
longer deduct tax at source on 
similar payments. 

According to the property tax law, 
purchasers of apartments in the 
years between .1971-1878 receive ἃ, 
partial exemption on property tax it 
the apartment is the first they have 
owned, A person in this category 
received the exemption for the years 
1972 and 1973, but the tax authorities 
refused to grant the exemption for 

‘1974 on the grounds that he owned 
another apartment at the same time. 
The person complained to the Om- 
budsman that the second apartment 
was his only formally but that he did 
not live in it. After investigation, the 
tax authorities agreed that the first 
apartment as defined in the law 
should be interpreted as the first 
apartment in which a person lives, 
and not the first apartment he own- 
ed. 

The tax authorities were found 
correct in fining a man who passed 
through the green (tax free) land at 
the airport carrying taxable goods. 
He claimed that he was not aware of 
the differences between the red and 
the green lanes. However, the Om- 
budsman found that adeauate 
notices are placed in the airport and 
the complaint was therefore noi 
justified. 4 

Immigrant students who began 
their studies within 18 months of im- 
migration and studied for not more 
than five years, are exempt from ᾿ 
custom duties for one year after 
completing their studies.

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Misunderstanding Zionism 


IN CONDEMNING Zionism as “a form of racism,” the UN 
General Assembly’s Third Committee has struck close to the 
heart of the Jewish People, closer, perhaps, than many of 
those who supported the resolution realize. 

Yasser Arafat's attempt to distinguish between the Jewish 
People and the Jewish sovereign state, which earhed him a 
standing ovation at last year’s Assembly — and, in a way, 
paved the way for this latest resolution — is a manifest 
falsehood. In the hindsight of historical perspective, we can 
see today that it was always a falsehood. Modern Zionism 
arose out of the Jewish People's plight as 4 persecuted 
minority, a minority which had for centuries been the victim 
of crass and cruel racist discrimination. Caught up in the 
maelstrom of their own suffering, and of @ rapidly changmg 
world order, many Jews did not immediately realize the 
redeeming role of Zionism in their national history. It took 
Hitler, and the creation of the State itself, to- drive the 
point home. 

Four Israel-Arab wars later, there is no longer any question 
among Jews that their individual fates and their fate as a 
People are inseparably bound up with the fate of Israel. 

Many of the delegations which voted to condemn Zionism 
are unaware of, or unconcerned with, the true origins and 
meaning of the movement. Several of them see only the here- 
and-now: the present situation in which Israel has since 1967 
been in control of territory against the wishes of its Arab 
inhabitants. This situation is sufficiently akin, in their eyes, 
to racism, colonialism and imperialism, to furnish these “non- 
aligned” nations with the required rationalization for toeing 
the Arab line. 

The present situation, however, was not of Israel’s making: 
it was the outcome of a war that she did not start. She has 
consistently stated, moreover, that she has no wish to per- 
petuate her control of the administered areas — beyond the 
minimum essential for reasonable security. She certainly has 
no wish to retain control of the lives of the Arab inhabitants 


of the territories, and, as Defence Minister Peres indicated . 


yesterday, is attempting unilaterally to divest herself of as 
much of that control as possible. 

The present situation is an episode in the history of Israel: 
it is not the embodiment of Zionism. 

Not all those who voted in favour of the resolution, how- 
ever, are politically naive, or a prey to Arab pressures. The 
Soviet Union, for one, is fully familiar with what Zionism 
Means: Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko periodically re- 
minds Israel that he was personally among the Jewish State's 
“godfathers.” 

And among the Third World nations, Mexico, with a relati- 
vely long history in international affairs, and with pretensions 
to a leadership role, has no mitigating considerations to ex- 
plain or excuse its vote. If this was part of President Eche- 
verria's campaign for the UN Secretary-Generalship, it does 
not augur well for his prospective tenure of this office. 

Not all was discouraging in the UN vote. Several Third 
World states, both large and small; abstained, and two leading 
African countries joined the bulk of the Western World in 
opposing the resolution. This is the first fissure to appear in 
the artificial Arab-African solidarity since the Yom Kippur 
War. Hopefully it will widen when the resolution is sub- 
mitted to the Assembly itself.

Col. Du 8 the compar- 
isons ware based on brigade and 
German army an edge over 
the allied armiés of 20-30 per cent 
— that is, 100 Germans could 
defeat 120-130 Allied troops. On 
the eastern front, 100 Germans 
could defeat 230-300 Russians. 

In the Middle East battles, he 
found, the worst showing of any 
army in the last two wars was 
that of the Syrians in 1967. ‘“The 
difference between the Syrians 
and Israelis was so great as to 
defy belief,"’ said Col. Dupuy in 
an interview last week. Referr- 
ing to the escarpments above the 
Huleh Valley which the Israelis 
successfully mounted in the first 
day of battle against the Syrians, 
he said: “No respectable army 
could have been driven out of 
those positions, in 24 hours by. 
whatever force the Israelis had.. 
If Jordanians or Eigyptians had' 
been holding it, you wouldn't 
have reached Kuneitra the next 
day." In the October War, he 
said, the Syrians were somewhat 
better ‘‘but not that much." 

Where the Syrian-Israeli 
differential in 1967 was 500 per 
cent — that is, 100 Israelis could 
defeat 600 Syrians — the 
differential with the Egyptian 
and Jordanian armies in that 
conflict and the Egyptians in 
1973 was 80-100 per cent, depen- 
ding on the front and the war. 

Col. Dupuy said the compar- 
isons were based on brigade and 
Egyptian army as a whole was 
rated for its 1967 perfor- 
mance, it registered 166 per 
cent, much higher than the 
showing of the combat units. 
“This means that Egyptian high- 
level leadership in the Six Day 
War was atrocious,” Dupuy 
said. In the October War, this 
leadership was comparable with 
the showing of the combat 
troops.
